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THE REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


efore touching on the work of last year I should like to make a few general remarks. 
We have always felt that the Art Gallery of Toronto has been established to fulfil 
a need of Toronto citizens, as well as for their enjoyment. While our exhibitions 
and collections are of necessity largely confined to drawings, painting and sculpture, 
their implication covers a much wider field—that of stimulating the community as a 
whole to take a renewed interest in its surroundings. I feel sure that no one will disagree 
when I say that the physical framework of modern civilization leaves much to be desired, 
and we feel that the Art Gallery through its collections, exhibitions and its educational 
work, should have as its goal the renewal of the desire for a better organization of our 
environment. 


This object is great enough to try the resources of a much wealthier institution than 
ours, but our situation in comparison with the richer institutions in American cities 
similar in size to Toronto, has not been without its advantages. Every work of art 
we own, every addition to our buildings, has been the result of the subscriptions of a 
great many public-spirited citizens, with the material result that our progress is much 
more closely related to the desires and needs of our community than is usually the case 
in an institution more financially independent by virtue of its endowments. Not that 
we don’t need endowment—we do—and very badly; but the struggles we have been 
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through to build a gallery during the last twenty years have formed the habit of careful 
acquisition, which is reflected in the high quality of the works we have been able (always 
through the generosity of our friends) to acquire. The works acquired last year, both 
by direct gift and through purchase with funds given for the purpose and which are 
given in detail in the report of the committee, are proving useful and valuable additions 
to our collection. Many of them were acquired from exhibitions held during the year. 


Our total attendance during the past year was 116,901, being somewhat less than that 
of 1936. This loss is due partly to the epidemic of infantile paralysis which affected 
the attendance at all the public institutions of Toronto last summer and fall and partly 
due to the fact that we had no exhibition to compare in popular interest with the Van 
Gogh show of the previous year. 


Our educational work, which has had such influence, not only in Toronto but through 
the Province, and abroad in the Dominions, is made possible in no small degree by the 
loyal support of the members. When the City grant of $10,000 was cut off in 1932, we 
were fortunate in gaining new support from the Carnegie Corporation of New York who, 
for six years, has supplied funds to meet the ever-increasing demands on our resources. 
The children’s classes at the Gallery and Art Centre could be doubled in size if we had 
the funds to support them, and the number of exhibitions, and sets of lantern slides and 
other educational material sent through the Province is limited only by the capacities 
of our over-worked staff. It is especially important that this work should not only 
continue but be expanded to meet the increasing demand for help especially through 
the Province. Here is one activity which is in urgent need of the very substantial en- 
dowment it deserves. 


Our buildings too, are no longer adequate for our needs. Month after month during 
the winter season this year, as in the years before, a great part of our collection is re- 
moved to make way for temporary exhibitions—such exhibitions are themselves, a very 
important part of our programme and no Gallery devotes more time and space to exhi- 
bitions of contemporary local painting than we do. But on the other hand, what incentive 


is there for our friends to give us works of art for our own collection if we are unable to 
hang them at least for the greater part of the year? We, therefore, need, immediately, 
an addition to the Gallery space specially devoted to temporary exhibitions. 


~ Those of you who saw the splendid Christmas festival put on by the children’s classes 
need not be reminded of the crowd which flocked to see it and which taxed the accom- 
modation to its utmost. I am told too, that following the increased use of motion picture 
films during this winter, we shall have to provide in the future for their permanent 
inclusion on our programmes. These necessities can only be met by the addition of a 
new auditorium for lectures, for movies, for children’s plays, and for special occasions. 
Other needs which I spoke of last year are still unsatisfied. 


I must call your attention again to the splendid gifts of the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York renewed once more for this year. Their unfailing support and patience 
while we continue our search for new resources have made the maintenance of our 
educational work possible and we sincerely hope that our difficulties in this connection 
will be solved this year. Work such as this, the importance of which is so widely realized 
must not be allowed to perish for lack of funds. 


Our Membership Department has suffered a severe loss in the resignation of Mr. Baillie 
as Chairman of the Committee. The Gallery owes Mr. Baillie a great deal for his 
unflagging interest over the long term of his service. The membership stands now at 
2,343. This is the largest membership we have had since 1933 and the increase which 
started last year has been well maintained. The annual membership, whose subscriptions 
contribute so largely to our running expenses and educational work, has increased in 
numbers, but in a city of this size could well be doubled. Such an increased membership 
would enable us to expand both our educational and exhibition programmes to an extent 
at present impossible. There is a considerable increase in the number of Life Members 
and we welcome two new Founders, Mr. Graham Morrow and Mr. John David Eaton. 


To the chairmen of our Committees, Messrs. A. H. Robson, Frank P. Wood, C. 8. Band, 
J. W. Baillie, E. R. Rolph and Ivor Lewis, and to the members of their Committees I 
tender on your behalf the thanks they so much deserve. In particular to the Executive 
(made up of the chairmen of the other committees) whose duties call for continuous 
and close application in addition to the work of their respective departments. 


We are glad to announce that Mr. R. Fennell has consented to act as Legal Advisor of 
the Art Gallery in place of His Honour, Judge Denton. 


While the work of the Gallery is becoming more widely recognized and its usefulness 
appreciated more throughout the Province, we are a city institution and as such are 
grateful to the Mayor and Council for their interest and support. 


The excellent work of the Commissioner of Parks and his staff in the maintenance of 
Grange Park and the unfailing courtesy and ready assistance of the Police should not go 
without acknowledgment. 


Our thanks are due also to the newspapers of Toronto whose interest and appreciation 
of our work and aims are so clearly demonstrated by the space they devote to our exhi- 
bitions and other activities. 


The Staff of the Gallery in all departments are to be congratulated on their splendid 
work and co-operation which brings credit on the institution. We welcomed Mr. Lismer’s 
return last Autumn after his very successful tour through the southern Dominions insti- 
tuted through the co-operation of their governments and the Carnegie Corporation. 


Finally once again your thanks are due to the untiring work and interest of Mr. A. H. 
Robson, our Vice-President. His constant devotion to the Art Gallery in addition to 
his business affairs, has contributed in no small degree to the success of our work.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
BUILDING AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


Our work this year has been confined to the usual 
maintenance of the building; the largest item of 
which was the redecoration and refurnishing of the 
ladies’ sitting room, the painting of the stairs to the 
Print Room and the cleaning of the wall fabric in 
two of the galleries. This item will be a constant 
one in the future and we propose to clean two or three 
galleries each summer. 


The problem of hanging the gallery walls has not yet 
been finally solved. We have too under consider- 
ation the improvement of the ceiling lights in the 
Fudger and Leonard Rotundas which are both com- 
paratively dark, and some experiments have been 
made for a change in the artificial lighting of the 
galleries. 


EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Last year the Carnegie grants which have been gener- 
ously renewed over a period of five years, came to an 
end. With no definite plan for renewal in October, 
it was necessary to have funds to carry through the 
winter season, and Dr. Keppel again came to our 
assistance with a final ad-interim grant until new 
sources of income were found. Without the continued 
support of the Carnegie Corporation over a period of 


years, the Educational activities would have been 
impossible of expansion and development. Now we 
face an uncertain financial future, and again place this 
matter before members, individuals and _ public. 
It is a big educational work of the most essential kind, 
and to allow it to lapse or impair the value through 
lack of public support would be a tragedy to thousands 
of children. At least $12,000.00 per year is required 
to continue the work of a large staff, equipment and 
materials to take in nearly 1,000 children and over 
200 adults to the Art Gallery classes and to support 
the Children’s Art Centre. The Educational Committee 
commend this work to the generosity and support of 
Toronto citizens. 


It may interest you to know that our Art Gallery is 
the only institution in the British Empire doing such 
unique work with children and adults, and it would 
be a calamity to curtail this activity. We have estab- 
lished something we are proud of, and it is just as 
much a Canadian institution as any other famous 
ones we have, and is known well throughout the 
Empire. 


I would like to say a word of praise to the Educational 
Staff who have carried on during Mr. Lismer’s absence. 
He has often referred to their excellent work, and | 
think was a little afraid that he might lose his job 
because they were doing so well. It is not necessary 
to mention any particular names, because they are

all doing excellent work, and we should be very grateful 
for this splendid effort. 


1929 was the year of the inception of the major activities 
of educational work in the Art Gallery, although there 
had been several years prior to this of sporadic and 
experimental effort. Since that date up to the present 
year, the varied phases of public contacts, child art, 
lectures, and musical occasions, loan exhibitions, 
classes and study groups for children and grown-ups 
have increased beyond expectations, until at present 
it is true to say that hardly a school, institution, or 
society in Toronto and vicinity remains unaffected 
by the character and frequency of the varied pro- 
grammes that are given freely to members and public, 
classified and promoted under the heading “Edu- 
cational”. In Canada the influence of the children’s 
classes and the example of our plans for public partici- 
pation in the experience of understanding and enjoy- 
ment of art is as wide and broad as the limits of the 
Dominion. In the United States the “Toronto ex- 
periment’, as it is called in art gallery and educational 
circles, is a well-known pattern of educational pro- 
cedure. Abroad, in other Dominions overseas, the 
Art Gallery is known for its efforts to interest all ages. 
From England, from France, Russia and other countries 
come inquiries and visitors, and from the Dominions 
new and frequent visitors have put the Art Gallery of 
Toronto on their circular tour. It is fair to say that, 
especially in child art, the pioneering and experiments 
on the Art Gallery of Toronto and the Children’s Art 
Centre have influenced and motivated the new changes 


in curricula in Ontario schools and elsewhere. This 
core of life in art education is the centre of a world- 
wide movement to extend the privileges of art appreci- 
ation and understanding of works of art of all ages 
and countries to all people. 


During 1936-37 the Educational Supervisor was away 
from his position at the Art Gallery in South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand. In several centres experi- 
ments in child art education were carried out,—in 
Johannesburg, Auckland, Christchurch, Dunedin, 
Cape Town, Durban. In almost every Art Gallery in 
the British Empire outside of England it was found 
that the problems of child and adult education and the 
participation of the public in the art galleries and 
museums were the major problems of development 
and survival. Miss Norah McCullough, assistant 
Educational Supervisor, during 1936-37 ably carried 
out the supervision of the educational activities during 
Mr. Lismer’s absence overseas. Following on the 
development of new interest in South Africa, Miss 
McCullough is now in Pretoria for a year organizing 
and initiating instruction in a new Children’s Art 
Centre there, sponsored by a group of Pretoria men 
and women and the Director of the National Bureau 
of Educational Research. Members of our Educational 
staff are moving out into other centres spreading the 
influence and character of the work started here in 
Toronto. The Child Centre in Detroit recently estab- 
lished there by Mrs. Edsel Ford is directed by Miss 
Freda Pepper who was recently in charge of the 
Children’s Art Centre here.

Large exhibitions of children’s drawings and designs 
have been sent to many centres in Canada: to join an 
All Canada Child Art Exhibition at the National 
Gallery in Ottawa, to Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa, to England (Wakefield Art Gallery, 
Yorkshire), and to the United States. Miss McCullough 
arranged the first All Canadian Child Art Exhibition 
from many centres in Canada. It demonstrated the 
wide-spread activity of voluntary child training in the 
various art galleries and art centres in Canada from 
east to west. It also showed how the new techniques 
of child art education were influencing the general plan 
of education in all provincial departments in Canada. 


During 1937 Teacher training classes were held at the 
Children’s Art Centre. These have been an annual 
part of our programme for the past four or five years. 
They achieve a new significance in view of the new 
curricula for schools in Ontario where the creative 
expression in child art is given a new and important 
place. The Art Gallery of Toronto classes for children 
and the experimental groups at the Children’s Art 
Centre can thus give the results and techniques of 
several years’ study to teachers of Toronto and vicinity 
schools. 


SATURDAY MORNING CLASSES 


The many exhibitions, pageants, and reviews that are 
the outward sign of this ten-year-old activity are 
repeated year after year. The public is well aware of 
its existence and thousands of children, many of them 


now graduates of technical art courses and the College 
of Art, have reason to thank their early beginnings 
at the Art Gallery classes. In industry and art craft- 
work these children, now men and women, are to be 
found. At the Art Gallery exhibitions, in youth 
councils, in varlous societies those who at eleven or 
twelve years first received encouragement and training 
at the Art Gallery Saturday classes are now taking 
their place in the world of art—a precarious one in 
many cases—with ability and courage. 


Hach year the registration fluctuates according to our 
financial state. Many more thousands apply and only 
a proportion can be taken in, as new children, each 
year. In 1937 the enrolment was 451 on December Ist. 


The same may be said for the Summer Courses in 
July and August,—three mornings a week for seven 
weeks. In 1937 the enrolment was 486. 


DAILY VISITS OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


This activity carried on by the Toronto Board of 
Education continues each year. During the time since 
its inception practically every child on reaching Grades 
7-8 automatically takes its routine visit to the Art 
Gallery. Miss Margaret Wilson is the appointed 
teacher in charge. 


CHILDREN’S ART CENTRE 


The Children’s Art Centre of all the activities of the 
Art Gallery is the most enlivening and encouraging. 
It has long since outgrown its present quarters at 4 
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Grange Road. If this were another city and if we had 
good friends with lots of money who realized what a 
valuable contribution this little centre has made to 
the whole field of child education we should by now 
be in a modern building where light, air, and space for 
exhibitions, and the numerous activities that children 
need and long for—but this is day-dreaming. As it is, 
the building reflects its happenings, gay murals and 
exuberant activity, a spirit akin to a happy guild of 
energetic cheerful craftsmen. There is a serious 
purpose underlying its numerous doings. A splendid 
staff have learned their business of understanding 
children through many and varied experiments and 
close study of results and actions. More than twenty- 
five groups varying from three year olds to adult 
groups, and including Chinese, Russian and settlement 
children were in regular attendance. There are specially 
gifted ones but mostly the average from various strata 
and social opportunities are taken in. There are special 
adult groups of members, W.E.A. groups, and Teacher 
training courses. The members who have supported 
the centre by their attendance at study classes, and 
their children who have formed the population of 
nursery groups and other classes, all deserve our most 
cordial appreciation. 


The children are by no means guinea-pigs and all the 
tests and discoveries do not detract from the value 
and enjoyment of their creative expressions. After 
visiting many countries and poking into all kinds of 
similar efforts your Educational Supervisor can say 
with conviction ‘“There is no place quite as good, or 
indeed like it,” except one at Detroit—The Children’s 
House established by Mrs. Edsel Ford and directed by 
Miss Freda Pepper who was in charge of the Children’s 
Art Centre here two years ago. Miss Pepper’s experi- 
ence and ability has resulted in a similar experiment in 
Detroit that is already making itself felt in that state. 


Members of the staff of the Children’s Art Centre are 
active outside the centre. They have been active as 
demonstrators, lecturers, and advisors to other group 
efforts in Toronto and elsewhere, at summer camps, 
at the youth councils and educational conferences. 
To enlarge their experience and to study the actual 
work in schools they have given voluntary services to 
many schools and societies. 

At the Art Centre a small up-to-date library on child 
art education and associated subjects and a picture 
collection of records and illustrations for class study, 
related to the social studies, geography, history, etc., 
has been arranged and Miss Gwen Kidd is in charge. 
This valuable collection is for free loan to students and 
teachers. 


MEMBERS’ GROUPS 

The Thursday morning study group conducted by 
Mrs. Helen Kemp Frye has this year been a popular 
little group, its numbers growing and the range of 
subject matter has been enlarged. The many other 
groups of practical study classes for members have been 
continued with success. 


GALLERY TALKS, MUSICALES, LECTURES 

The lecture list, by visitors from abroad, has not been 
so extensive but some notable lecturers are recorded 
in 1937. Dr. Julius Held gave a series of five lectures 
on “Great Masters of the Netherlands’ School and 
Germany”; Mr. William Lescaze, distinguished con- 
temporary architect, on “Why Modern Architecture?” 
Mr. Erie Newton, noted English art critic and writer, 
on “The Meaning of Modern Art’”’; Mrs. Lark-Horowitz, 
of the Cleveland Museum of Art on “Towards a New 
Curriculum’. These are our outstanding visitors. 
To the National Gallery of Canada we are indebted 
for Mr. Newton and Dr. Held. - In addition our thanks 
are due to the following: Mr. Frank Carmichael’ 
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Mr. Charles Comfort, Miss Marjorie Lismer, Pro- 
fessor John Alford, Dr. Peter Brieger, Mr. Fred 
Brigden, Mr. Charles Goldhamer, Mr. A. Y. Jackson, 
Mr. Peter Haworth, Professor H. R. MacCallum, 
Miss Yvonne Williams, Professor Stanley Hart, Mr. 
L. A. C. Panton, Mr. Gordon Adamson, Mr. C. W.

A special series on “Art of the Middle Ages” was 
presented in March and April by Dr. Brieger, Mr. 
Martin Baldwin, Miss Yvonne Williams, Professor 
H. R. MacCallum, Professor Stanley Hart, and Pro- 
fessor John Alford. 

Monthly reviews have been a definite feature of each 
current exhibition. Radio talks over CBL have been 
an interesting and valuable addition to the educational 
efforts to make the Art Gallery known. 


LOAN EXHIBITIONS AND SLIDE COLLECTIONS 


One hundred and fifty loan exhibitions were sent out 
in 1937, of varied kinds from the Educational col- 
lections. These have been sent to all parts of Ontario:— 
Barrie, Hamilton, Hanover, North Bay, Welland, 
Whitby, Owen Sound, Woodstock and a score of other 
centres in Ontario, in addition, to numerous schools, 
church houses, libraries, settlements, art schools and 
technical schools in Toronto and vicinity. The loan 
collections have been supplemented and extended 
and are available to all without charge other than 
transportation and insurance costs. New posters, a 
series of French Impressionist and later reproductions, 
contemporary lithographs, Breughel reproductions and 
other items have been added during 1937. 

The lantern slide collection has been extended and 
these are in constant demand. A special leaflet giving 
information about the loan exhibitions and lantern 
slides is issued on request.

CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL 


At the end of the year, on December 28th, a grand 
finale of Christmas music was presented in the Sculpture 
Court. Here adult choirs representing many national- 
ities sang their national airs, whilst hundreds of 
children with their little nativity shrines, bearing 
banners and emblems, threaded their processional way 
through the throngs of Toronto people who were 
present to see how all national music, art, and all 
people’s good will and appreciation, could be banded 
together in a common unity of creative effort. The 
children’s activities and adult appreciation are vital 
things to our civic and national life and in these early 
beginnings and associations lies the clue to international 
cooperation and friendships. This occasion was the 
epitome and the climax of a year of effort, bringing 
people, artists and public, children and grown-ups, 
together in a common cause.

EXHIBITION COMMITTEE: 
EXHIBITIONS: 


The Committee arranged for about fifteen exhibitions 
last year of which nine were under the auspices of 
Canadian Societies or of Canadian painting. 


Due to the increasing difficulty of arranging loans 
no very outstanding exhibitions, comparable to the 
Van Gogh Show the year before, could be secured 
with the result that our attendance dropped from 
135,782 in 1936 to 116,901 last year—a loss of 18,681, 
most of which is accounted for by the crowds which 
attended the Van Gogh show and the infantile paralysis 
epidemic which affected the attendance of all public 
institutions last year. 


CARE OF PICTURES: 


Several of our paintings, notably Tom Thomson’s 
“West Wind”, required attention this year and the 
National Gallery of Canada has very kindly done the 
necessary work for us. 


LOANS: 


We have, as always, responded gladly to requests for 
loans of pictures—some to Paris for the Worlds Ex- 
position last summer—some to the National Gallery 
and some to the United States and England. We feel 
that as we have benefited from loans so much in the 
past it is a moral obligation on our part to respond in 
kind when ever possible.
